In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant argues that Reilly does not teach the order of the 
steps of the claims. The Applicant further argues that even if in Reilly the categories selected can be construed to be 
the Applicants claims "specification", the order the Applicant's performs the providing of an electronic article is not the 
same as the one taught by Reilly. The Examiner answers that he would review Reilly and discuss it with his Primary to 
determine if Applicant's argument is persuasive or not. The Applicant further argues that Reilly does not teach a "home 
page". The Examiner answers that Reilly teaches that the client computer has a connection to the Internet and that the 
advertisements and the news stories are obtained from external sources via the Internet (see col 13, lines 55-60; col 
14, lines 5-1 1 ) and if a subscriber user clicks on an advertisement, the subscriber's computer is connected to the an 
associated webpage on the Internet (see col 13, lines 10-15). Therefore, it can be contrued that Reilly subscriber are 
displaying a "homepage". However, the Examiner would discuss this limitation with his Primary to determine if adding 
another art would better teach Applicant's invention by teaching that it is old and well known to create a "homepage". 
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
